R.VI.TIMORE. Md.. Mari-h 31. — Racing in Mar.v- 
laml is safe. .Vfler eiit* of tin* liitl»*n*st and most 
|•erph*xilla legislativi* battles in the history of this 
stato. Hie .Maryland senate, liy a voli* of 17 to IP. 
this afternoon at .Viitiapoljs passed the I'.iirke raeing 
hill providing for stalewido eoiniiiission form of eon - 
Irol and heav.v taxation of raee trai-ks in this state. 
The bill has alr«*ad.v pa"ed tin* bouse ami now 
goes to Governor Ritehb* for hi' signature. Ii is 
•*xpe,led tliat Hie aov<*i*nol* will sign bolli Ho* 
Rnrke and Rowb* bills tomorrow. 

Tlie ICnrke bill witli aniendinonts limits tin* 
niiinlH*r of raeing days in tin* state to HIP in any 
one .vear. prevents tin* starting of an.v mure tracks 
otlo*r than those now o|M*ratina and provides lhat 
all f(*es and tax<*s p.-iiil except .S3.IHMI. wliieli under 
tin* eharler of I’iinlieo aiM*s to I’.altiniore I’onnt.v. 
be paid into Ho* state treasury. Tbe bill taxes each 
trail; of tin* four in .Maryland sii.ppp for eaeli da.v 
of racing.

NEW ORLEANS RACING IS SAFE 

Some New Ideas About P*abliclty and Reform 

Measures Gaining Ground. 

NEW GRI.E.VNS. L*i., .March 31. The idea nf 
eiirtailing racing pnblieity alMinl fiilnn* .New Orleans 
raeina is naturally petering out in the light of 
the eortainly that if there is lietting on races the 
only cheek on the ihIiIs and truth of raeing detail 
is fnrnislieil b.v tin* form charts. Witlioiil tliem 
dishonesty of speeiilation and raeing would he cov- 
ered lip and the general siMirt hampered. 

The antl-raeing ernsade in .New Orleans is piirel.v 
one against the iMilitieal ring now in eonirol of 
the Fair Groiiiiils and inimi(*al to Governor- Elect 
Parker, who is now the strong man of Loiiisianit 
polities. 

Those witliont the Parker camp now turn toward 
a shorter season of track o|M*ration oulside tin* 
|j‘iiteii season, the adoption of the mntiiel system 
of lietting with a maximum eommissioii of 4 per 
cent, and track operation under a state racing 
coinmissioii. L*gislaliiin on lliesi* liiu*s seems to be 
<*erlaiii at this time.
